The tariff increases his 
cost of production, increases his cost 
of transportation, increases the price 
of virtually everything that he buys 
for himself and family, decreases his 
foreign markets.

other

sumers, he pays to the protected in­ 
terests a continuous toll. He buys in 
a protected market and sell in 
the 
world market; the resultant dispar­ 
ity between the prices he pays 
and 
the prices he receives is at the bot­ 
tom of his economic troubles. 
The 
sound remedy lies not in 
a subsidy 
for the farmer, not in adding a new 
tax to the one we already have, but 
in downward revision of the discrim­ 
inatory Fordney-McCumber rates. 
In his speech at Chicago in Decem­ 
ber, President Coolidge laid stress on 
the point that there is no tariff 
on 
farm implements 
in 
the 
Fordney- 
McCumber act. 
That is true, but it 
gives a false impression. 
There 
is 
no tariff on finished 
farm 
imple­ 
ments, but there is a high tariff 
on 
iron and steel and practically every­ 
thing else that goes into the making 
of the finished product. The effect of 
this duty is shown by a table which 
Congresman Strong of Kansas, a Re­ 
publican, has placed in the Congress­ 
ional Record, comparing the 1914 and 
the 1924 prices of farm implements 
to the farmers of his State. 
On all 
the 17 items in the list there was 
a 
large increase, in most cases over 100 
per cent, from 1914, when the Un­ 
derwood (Democratic) law was in ef­ 
fect, to 1924. 
With these figures in mind, 
it 
is 
easier to understand the sharp 
de­ 
cline in the purchasing power of the 
farm er’s dollar, as revealed in statis­ 
tics of the Department of 
Agricul­ 
ture. In 1913 the farm ers’ dollar was 
worth 100 cents; in 1914, 105 
cents, 
and in 1915, 103 cents. In a continu­ 
ation of this study, the present Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture, 
Mr. Jardine, 
has estimated that the value in 1923 
was 61.3 cents; in 1924, 62.4 cents, 
and in 1925, 60.3 cents.

The house fly is a ca rrie r 
and d istrib u to r of disease germ s 
of 
m any kinds. 
T hat is why cam paigns 
to kill th e fly should be given 
the 
g rea test encouragem ent and also one 
of the reasons why 
the 
cam paigns 
should be started as soon as the 
fly 
begins to reappear 
in 
the 
w arm 
m onths. 
C ontrary to general belief th e tru e 
fly does not bite, since its m outh is 
constructed for sucking, and not for 
piercing. 
There are, how ever, tru ly 
biting flies which resem ble the house 
fly in general appearance. 
The m outh parts of th e house fly 
though not constructed fo r b iting are 
m ost efficiently equipped fo r g ath er 
ing 
and 
dissem inating 
filth 
and 
germ s, not to m ention its feet, w ith 
their claw like hooks. 
The norm al length of life in 
the 
adult fly is not known, but this m at­ 
ters little, since its rapidity of breed­ 
ing is alm ost beyond belief. T hro u g h ­ 
out the en tire warm season 
a 
new 
generation of house flies may come 
to its m a tu rity about every ten days 
and since the female lays more than 
a hundred eggs at a 
tim e, 
anyone 
m athem atically inclined 
can 
figure 
for him self the prospective progeny 
of a pair of 
flies 
spread 
in 
early 
spring to set up housekeeping. 
Since th e house fly breeds alm ost 
entirely in m anure, the decrease 
in 
the num ber of horses, due to the de­ 
velopm ent of m otor propelled vehicl­ 
es, has resulted in the production of 
a g reatly lessened number 
of flies 
especially in cities. 
Flies are still too 
num erous however, and unrem itting 
efforts to keep down their numbers 
are necessary if the heavy toll of hu­ 
m an insects is to be reduced to a min­ 
imum.

W HEN FIREW ORKKS SAVED 
CIVILIZATION FROM TURKS 


Fireworks may 
be 
forbidden 
in 
many parts of the country by “safe 
and sane Fourth” statutes, but they 
were in a large measure respnosible 
for saving the civilization of Europe 
from the Moslem invasion many cen­ 
turies ago, according to Maj. Henry 
B. Faker, dean 
of 
the 
pyrotechnic 
schools of the United States 
army, 
ordinance department. 
“ Back in the early part of the 8th 
century”, said Major Faber, “a young 
peasant emperor, Leo by name, was 
defending Constantinople against the 
Saracen hordes who were 
pressing 
toward the continent of Europe. The 
Christian forces were confronted by 
many tim es their number of unbeliev­ 
ers. 
The hordes of Allah, with their 
fighting craft, lined the shores of the 
Bosporus and threatened the down­ 
fall of Constantinople. 
“Back in the hills was a man look­ 
ed upon by the people 
as an 
em is­ 
sary of the 
evil 
one. 
He 
stewed 
things in pots and often would belch 
fire and smoke. 
To this man, Gallin- 
icus, the Emperor Leo and begged 
him to exercise his art in 
bringing 
destruction to the enemy. 
W ithin a short tim e the emperor 
as advised that Gallinicus was ready. 
The battle day arrived, and as 
the 
Moslem hordes pushed off from shore 
and approached the Christian 
ves- 
s< Is, outnumbering them ten to one, 
it seemed that this was to be a very 
uneven battle. 
As the vessels came into combat, 
the Moslem forces beat 
upon 
their 
shields and shouted for Allah. 
“Men were now seen to mount the 
platform s on the Christian boats and 
receive baskets of great black balls. 
These were hurled into the enem y’s 
vessels, where they burst into flame, 
those falling on the water hissed and 
caused great clouds of steam to rise, 
confounding the enem y, and soon the 
forces of Allah were in full retreat. 
Research in the field of fireworks 
through the hands of Gallinicus had 
developed ‘Greek fire’ and had stem ­ 
med the tide of the Moslem invasion 
for 750 years. 
Had not this 
great 
weapon been developed at this time, 
we m ight even today have had 
the 
Koran taught at Oxford”. 


In the World War, also,, fireworks 
played an important part. 


“Picture a night raid and note 
to 
what extent fireworks supported the 
m ilitary arm of our forces”, Major 
Faber continued. * 


“A t the first sign of danger, great 
star shells burst over the theatre of 
activity, lighting it is 
brightly that 
all movement on hte part of the ene­ 
my is instantly stopped. 
Then came 
the rockets, with their signals to the 
teries. 
An airplane drops 
a 
flare 
which hangs suspended by a para­ 
chute over the arena, bathing it 
in 
light for many m inutes. 
The repulse 
is on and this is preceded by illum ­ 
inating balls of fire which are shot 
over the enem y’s head from a rifle 
mortar, while from positions gained, 
the white, red 
and 
green 
position 
lights cary their signals to the rear. 
“Should we have another war, m il­ 
itary pyrotechnics would play even a 
greater part than in the World W ar”. 
“Have fireworks any part in 
our 
industrial life ? ” he was asked. 


“The railroad system s of our coun­ 
try would be badly crippled if it were 
not for the railroad fusee, which is a 
fireworks article. 
Look out of 
the 
train window some storm y night and 
see the red torch burning on 
the 
track and give thanks to man’s in­ 
genuity and the results of research in 
developing an article as perfect and 
as efficient as this sign al”.— Science 
Service Bulletin.

i story goes, he took a ship, the m aster 
I of which was a “Saint” of New* Eug- 
land, named Dependence Ellery, who 
i gave the plrutes a long chase before 
I being overtaken.

punishment 
Phillips forced the “Saint** to dance 
until he fell down exhausted. 
After the capture of the Dolphin, 
Phillips compelled Captain Harrlden, 
young Fillmore and 
another young 
man, Edward Cheesman, to become 
pirates against their will and take part 
In muny a robbery on the high seas. 
But 
the three fishermen had little 
stomack for such deed«, and they be­ 
gan plotting either to escape from the 
pirate'« dutches or capture the vessel 
and bring him and his crew to Justice. 
Their chance came one day late In 
April, 
1724, 
when 
they 
discovered 
Phillips on deck with only two of his 
men near by. 
Quick as a flash they 
sprang upon the three pirate«, killed 
two of them forthwith, tripped up 
f aptaln P h i l l i p s and tossed him over- 
bourd. 
Then they sprang into the hold 
below where the remainder of the crew 
were loafing, covered them with pis 
tols and put them in chain«.

were masters of the «hip now and they 
quickly set «all for Boston, where they 
arrived on May «’{.

wus turned over to the authorities 
who, 
upon evidence offered by the 
three “mutineers." hanged two of the 
pirates whose records were particu­ 
larly black. 
Fillmore and his com­ 
rades were absolved of all blame for

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ENGINEER OUTLINES 
STATE’S JA D POLICT 


Sedalia, August 18.—The Missouri 
hard roads system has doubled 
the 
amount of traffic on the highways of 
the state, B. H. Piepmeier, chief en­ 
gineer of the Missouri State Highway 
Commission, asserted here today be­ 
fore the annual convention of county 
judges. 
Approximately 
8500 miles 
of the proposed 7640 miles 
system 
will be completed this season, he de­ 
clared. 
“The department has now 
placed 
under contract over $50,000,000 of the 
$60,000,000 bonds”, Piepmeier stated 
“Approximately $45,000,000 
of 
the 
bonds have been p*id out 
for work- 
done; $47500,000 of the bonds 
have 
been sold and a total of 
$55,000,000 
will have been sold and delivered by 
the end of September. 
“Our 1927 program will consist of 
spending $5,000,000 of 
road 
bonds 
approximately $8,000,00 of 
surplui 
gasoline tax 
and automobile regis 
tration fees. 
We expect to have be* 
tween $13,000,000 and $14,000,000 for 
actual construction 
work 
in 
1927 
This is in addition to the money we 
will have for the ordinary mainten­ 
ance of our state system. 
Our 1927 
construction program, therefore, will 
be somewhat lighter than the pro­ 
gram which we 
are handling 
this 
year, which 
approximates 
$26,000,- 
000. 
“The department will be able 
to 
continue its 
construction 
program 
after the sale of the bonds 
at 
the 
rate of between $11,000,000 and $15,- 
000,000 each year. 
This amount 
of 
cash will be available from the sur­ 
plus registration fees and 
gasoline 
tax. 
This fund will complete the en 
tire system of 7640 
miles 
without 
property tax. 
It will not do it, how­ 
ever, as rapidly as many would like 
It is estimated that the 
fund 
will 
complete all of the roads by approxi­ 
mately 1934. 
“The only remedy to speed up the 
program would be to vote additional 
bonds 
or increase the revenue, 
so 
that we could build faster on the pay- 
as-you-go basis. 
Considerable argu­ 
ment can be 
presented 
for 
either 
plan of financing the completion 
of 
the state road system. 
“The department is not advocating 
either plan at this 
time. 
We 
are 
plainly stating to you that with the 
present revenue derived from 
auto­ 
mobile registration fees and the gas­ 
oline tax we can finish the state road 
system without property tax—if you 
are willing to wait until 1934. 
“I am glad to state to you that at 
the close of this season we will have 
expended about $55,000,000 
of 
the 
$60,000,000 bonds, we will have furn­ 
ished approximately 3500 miles 
of 
the state road system and 
we 
will 
have about 1000 
miles graded 
and 
bridged ready for hard surfacing. 
“We have consistently followed the 
policy of building 
the 
worst 
and 
most expensive sections of road first; 
also the bad 
bridges. 
We 
believe, 
therefore, that our entire state road 
system is in much better condition 
than would be indicated by the state­ 
ment that 3500 miles of road are fin­ 
ished. 
“Many of our main roads, parti­ 
cularly in the southern part of the 
state where many counties and poli­ 
tical subdivisions have voted 
bonds 
to help out in the building 
of 
the 
state road system, are now in such 
condition that you can travel 
them 
nearly every day in the year. The 
construction of roads in the northern 
part of the state is more expensive, 
and the entire system will have to be 
practically completed before any out­ 
standing benefits will be derived from 
the work done. 
“The maintenance 
of 
the 
entire 
state road system has repaid to the 
motorist many times the expenditur­ 
es which have been made. 
Mainten­ 
ance has conserved the investment in 
the improvements 
that 
have 
been 
made and makes possible tremendous 
savings in time and expense to the 
motorist. 
“As a result of the improvements 
that have been made and the system­ 
atic patrol maintenance that has been 
established 
on 
the 
various 
state 
roads, we have more than 
doubled 
the amount of automobile traffic 
in 
Missouri. This doubling of the auto­ 
mobile traffic has resulted in untold 
benefits to Missouri. 
“The condition of our state roads 
has added a great convenience to the 
motor owners in Missouri, 
and has 
made possible a large amount of tra ­ 
vel by visiting motorists. 
It is hard 
to estimate the benefits that 
have 
been delved from visiting motorists. 
“I think it is conservative to say 
that the visiting motorists this year j 
have left $1,000,000 in 
Missouri 
in 
the form of gasoline tax, and they 
have undoubtedly left untold millions 
in this state in good will and for va­ 
rious expenditures which htey have 
made. 
“We should continue our efforts to 
attract the visitors. 
We 
have 
a 
state with undeveloped resources, and 
cutside capital and 
interest 
renew 
and inspire 
activities 
within 
our 
state. The department is now taking 


a traffic count for a few days on the 
main roads of the state. 
From the 
information thus obtained we 
will 
try to estimate the amount of traffic 
that will use the various state roads 
and the amount of money which 
is 
actually left within our state by visit­ 
ing motorists. 
“It is true that the 
concentration 
of traffic on our state roads and the 
rapidly increasing volume of traffic 
have made it necessary 
for 
us 
to 
build a higher type road in many in­ 
stances than we 
originally 
contem­ 
plated. 
“We believe, however, that the in­ 
creased cost of building a higher type 
road is small compared with the re­ 
turn which Missouri is getting on ac­ 
count of the increased traffic. 
The 
increased use of the motor vehicles 
upon the state roads has made possi­ 
ble the intermingling 
of 
our 
own 


people and has resulted in a benefit 
far beyond the 
investments

“Whereas, a bombarlment and a t­ 
tack upon the City of New York

our cruel and inveterate enemy may 
be hourly expected; and as there are 
great numbers of

and infirm persons yet remaining in

rather be prejudical than advantage- ( 
ous to the army, and their persons 
exposed to great danger and hazard: j 
“I do therefore recommend it to all 
such persons, as they value their own 
safely and preservation, to

with all expedition out of the

town at this critical period, trusting 
that, with the blessing of heaven up- 
upon the American arms, they may 
soon return to it in perfect security. 
And I do enjoin and require all 
the 
officers and soldiers in the army un­ 
der my command to forward and as­ 
sist such persons in their compliance 
with this recommendation. 
“Given under my hand, a t Head­ 
quarters, New York, August 17, 1776. 
“GEO. WASHINGTON”. 
Thus does the general, while beset

When the men-of-war passed up the 
river, the shrieks and cries of these

of first year sweet clover on the farm 
of Jim Houston, southwest of 
Ber­ 
trand. 
in 
Mississippi 
County. 
He 
started pasturing in early 
summer, 
when the plants were about 5 inches 
high. 
Since then even this amount 
of live stock has not been able to hold 
the growth down and he had to cut 
once. 
Mr. Huoston reported a 
yield 
of 
about one and a half tons 
of 
hay 
from this field, in addition to the pas­ 
ture, and his mules and cows clean­ 
ed the hay up quickly. 
No live stock 
on his Diace have failed to eat sweet 
clover readily, says Mr. Houston, and 
they have done well on it. This sur­ 
prised him, for he had seen 
stock 
fail to eat sweet 
clover 
on 
ditch 
dumps and his landlord. Mr. Alexan­ 
der, had some difficulty 
convincing 
him that ten acres of sweet 
clover 
would pay him. 
But he says he 
is 
converted now and thinks every farm 
should have a few acres for pasture. 
This report is typical of many be­ 
ing received by the County Extension 
Agents and the Missouri College of 
Agriculture.

SPRINGS 
DANGEROUS 


Jefferson City, 
August 
17.—Hot, 
dry days of the past two weeks have 
isuited in an unusually large con­ 
sum ption of w ater, and have caused 
health officials in Missouri to check 
up on the source of supply of drink­ 
ing water, and to point out the dun- 
gers from unsanitary water. 
Missouri is naturally well situated 
in regards to a safe 
w ater 
supply, 
according to officials of the 
Health 
Departm ent, if 
practical 
measures 
are taken to prevent the presence of 
m aterial in the w ater 
which m ight 
cause diseases 
to 
the 
consumers. 
The science of treating w ater 
has 
been perfected to a rare degree, they 
said, and only in smaller towns and 


fever, dysentery and other form s of 
intestinal sickness are found in wa­ 
ter polluted with surface seepage, the 
health departm ent said. 
Tests are 
made 
at 
the State 
Health Board’s laboratory for many 
communities, 
and, 
it 
was said, 
springs not properly protected have 
been found alm ost invariably to 
be 
polluted. 
Surface w ater supplies, 
such 
as 
rivers, ponds, laketv and stream s are! 
very unsafe, unless artificially tre a t­ 
ed before drinking. 
In contrast, however, 
the State 
Board of Health officials said 
that 
w ater from springs with a large vol­ 
ume of flowing water was considered 
as a safe supply, due to the fact that 
pollution seeping 
through 
the soil 
was not great enought to affect 
a 
large volume. 


The Board of Health urges partic­ 
ularly that, unless communities are 
reasonably sure their w ater supply is 
safe, tests be made and proper pre­ 
cautions taken to keep the w ater pure 
at all times.

large increase, in most cases over 100 
per cent, from 1914, when the Un­ 
derwood (Democratic) law was in ef­ 
fect, to 1924. 
With these figures in mind,

easier to understand the sharp

cline in the purchasing power of the 
farmer’s dollar, as revealed in statis­ 
tics of the Department of

ture. In 1913 the farmers’ dollar was 
worth 100 cents; in 1914, 105 cents, 
and in 1915, 103 cents. In a continu­ 
ation of this study, the present Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture,

was 61.3 cents; in 1924, 62.4 cents, 
and in 1925, 60.3 cents.

The common house fly is responsi­ 
ble for more deaths every year, here 
in the United States, than all the poi 
sonous reptiles and savage beasts of 
India or Africa kill in those far off 
jungles. 
The house fly is a carrier 
and distributor of disease germs 
of 
many kinds. 
That is why campaigns 
to kill the fly should be given 
the 
greatest encouragement and also one

The mouth parts of the house fly 
though not constructed for biting are 
most efficiently equipped for gather­ 
ing 
and 
disseminating 
filth 
and 
germs, not to mention its feet, with 
their claw like hooks. 
The normal length of life in 
the 
adult fly is not known, but this mat­ 
ters little, since its lapidity of breed 
ing is almost beyond belief. Through 
out the entire warm season 
a 
new 
generation of house flies may come 
to its maturity about every ten days 
and since the female lays more than 
a hundred eggs at a 
time, 
anyone 
mathematically inclined 
can 
figure 
for himself the prospective progeny 
of a pair of 
flies 
spread 
in 
early 
spring to set up housekeeping. 
Since the house fly breeds almost 
entirely in manure, the decrease 
in 
the number of horses, due to the de­ 
velopment of motor propelled vehicl­ 
es, has resulted in the production of 
a greatly lessened number 
of flies 
especially in cities. 
Flies are still too 
numerous however, and unremitting 
efforts to keep down their numbers 
are necessary if the heavy toll of hu 
man insects is to be reduced to a min­ 
imum.

WHEN FIREWORKKS SAVED 
CIVILIZATION FROM TURKS 


Fireworks may 
be 
forbidden 
in 
many parts of the country by “safe 
and sane Fourth” statutes, but they 
were in a large measure respnosible 
for saving the civilization of Europe 
from the Moslem invasion many cen­ 
turies ago, according to Maj. Henry 
B Faker, dean 
of 
the 
pyrotechnic 
schools of the United States 
army, 
ordinance department. 
“Back in the early part of the 8th 
century”, said Major Faber, “a young 
peasant emperor, Leo by name, was 
defending Constantinople against the 
Saracen hordes who were 
pressing 
toward the continent of Europe. The 
Christian forces were confronted by 
many times their number of unbeliev­ 
ers. 
The hordes of Allah, with their 
fighting craft, lined the shores of the 
Bosporus and threatened the down­ 
fall of Constantinople. 
“Back in the hills was a man look­ 
ed upon by the people 
as an 
em is­ 
sary trf the 
evil 
one. 
He 
stewed 
things in pots and often would belch 
fire and smoke. To this man, Gallin- 
ieus, the Emperor Leo and begged 
him to exercise his art in 
bringing 
destruction to the enemy. 
“Within a short time the emperor 
as advised that Gallinicus was ready. 
The battle day arrived, and as 
the 
Moslem hordes pushed off from shore 
and approached the Christian 
ves- 
s< Is, outnumbering them ten to one, 
it seemed that this was to be a very 
uneven battle. 
“As the vessels came into combat, 
the Moslem forces beat 
upon 
their 
shields and shouted for Allah. 
“Men were now seen to mount the 
platforms on the Christian boats and 
rteeive baskets of great black balls. 
These were hurled into the enemy’s 
vessels, where they burst into flame, 
those falling on the water hissed and 
caused great clouds of steam to rise, 
confounding the enemy, and soon the 
forces of Allah were in full retreat. 
“Research in the field of fireworks 
through the hands of Gallinicus had 
developed ’Greek fire’ and had stem­ 
med the tide of the Moslem invasion 
for 750 years. 
Had not this 
great 
weapon been developed at this time, 
we might even today have had 
the 
Koran taught at Oxford”. 
In the World War, also,, fireworks 
played an important part. 
“Picture a night rakl and note 
to 
what extent fireworks supported the 
military arm of our forces”, Major 
Faber continued. * 


“At the first sign of danger, great 
etar shells burst over the theatre of 
activity, lighting it is 
brightly that 
all movement on hte part of the ene­ 
my is instantly stopped. 
Then came 
the rockets, with their signals to the 
teries. 
An airplane drops 
a 
flare 
which hangs suspended by a para­ 
chute over the arena, bathing it 
in 
light for many minutes. 
The repulse 
is on and this is preceded by illum­ 
inating balls of fire which are shot 
over the enemy’s head from a rifle 
mortar, while from positions gained, 
the white, red 
and 
green 
position 
lights cary their signals to the rear. 
“Should we have another war, mil­ 
itary pyrotechnics would play even a 
greater part than in the World W'ar”. 
“Have fireworks any part in 
our 
industrial life? ” he was asked. 
“The railroad systems of our coun­ 
try would be badly crippled if it were 
not for the railroad fusee, which is a 
fireworks article. 
Look out of 
the 
train window some stormy night and 
see the red torch burning on 
the 
tiack and give thanks to man’s in­ 
genuity and the results of research in 
developing an article as perfect and 
as efficient as this signal”.—Science 
Service Bulletin.

reer of <*apt. John Phillips, pirate of 
the Atlantic coast.

Fillmore 
was

('apt. Andrew llarriden of (’ape Ann, 
when that ship was captured by the 
pirate Captain Phillips while Ashing 
for cod off the hanks of Newfound­ 
land. 
Phillips seems to have had u 
particular grudge against New Kng- 
land vessels. 
On one occasion, so the 
story goes. be took a ship, the master 
of which was a “Surtit” of New Eng­ 
land. named OependMiice Ellery, who 
gave the pirates a long chase before 
being 
overtaken.

punishment 
Phillips forced the "Saint” to dance 
until he fell down exhausted. 
After the capture of the D o lp h in , 
Phillips compelled Captain llarriden, 
young Fillmore and 
another young 
man, Edward Oheesuian. to be» ome 
pirates against their will and take part 
In many a robbery on the high seas 
But the three fishermen 
had little 
stomach for such deeds, and they be­ 
gan plotting either to escape from the 
pirate’s clutches <*r capture the vessel 
and bring him and Ids crew t»» Justice. 
Their chance came one «lay late In 
April, 
1724. 
when 
they 
discovered 
Phillips on deck with only two of his 
men near by. 
Quick as a flash they 
sprang upon the three pirates, killed 
two of them 
forthwith. trlpi»ed up 
Captain Phillips and tossed him over- 
bourd. 
Then they sprang Into the hold 
below where the remainder of the crew 
were loafing, covered them with pis 
tols and put them In chains. 
They 
were masters of the ship now and they 
quickly set sail f«.r l.oston, where they 
arrived on May 3. 
The pirate crew 
was turned over to the authorities 
who, 
up«»n evidence offered by the 
three “mutineers,” hanged two of the 
pirates whose records were particu­ 
larly black.

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ENGINEER OUTLINES 
STATE’S ROAD POLICY 


Sediilia, August 18.—The Missouri 
hard mads system has doubled 
the 
amount of traffic on the highways of 
the state, B. H. Piepmeier, chief en­ 
gineer of the Missouri State Highway 
Commission, asserted here today be­ 
fore the annual convention of county 
judges. 
Approximately 
3600 miles 
of the proposed 7640 miles 
system 
will be completed this season, he de­ 
clared. 
"The department has now 
placed 
under contract over $50,000,000 of the 
$60,000,000 bonds”, Piepmeier stated 
"Approximately $46,000,000 
of 
the 
bonds have been p«id out 
for work 
done; $47500,000 of the bonds 
have 
been sold and a total of 
$55,000,000 
will have been sold and delivered by 
the end of September. 
"Our 1927 program will consist of 
«pending $5,000,000 of 
road 
bonds 
approximately $8,000,00 of 
surpluf 
gasoline tax 
and automobile regis 
tration fees. 
We expect to have be 
tween $13,000,000 and $14,000,000 for 
actual construction 
work 
in 
1927 
This is in addition to the money we 
will have for the ordinary mainten­ 
ance of our state system. 
Our 1927 
construction program, therefore, will 
be somewhat lighter than the pro­ 
gram which we 
are 
handling 
this 
year, which 
approximates 
$26,000,- 
000. 
"The department will be able 
to 
continue its 
construction 
program 
after the sale of the bonds 
at 
the 
rate of between $11,000,000 and $15, 
000,000 each year. 
This amount 
of 
cash will be available from the sur­ 
plus registration fees and 
gasoline 
tax. 
This fund will complete the en 
tire system of 7640 
miles 
without 
property tax. 
It will not do it, how­ 
ever, as rapidly as many would like 
It is estimated that the 
fund 
will 
complete all of the roads by approxi 
mately 1934. 
‘The only remedy to speed up the 
program would be to vote additional 
bonds 
or increase the revenue, 
so 
that we could build faster on the pay- 
as-you-go basis. 
Considerable argu 
ment can be 
presented 
for 
either 
plan of financing the completion 
of 
the state road system. 
"The department is not advocating 
either plan at this 
time. 
We 
are 
plainly stating to you that with th< 
present revenue derived from 
auto­ 
mobile registration fees and the gas 
oline tax w*e can finish the state road 
system without property tax—if you 
are willing to wait until 1934. 
"I am glad to state to you that at 
the close of this season we will have 
expended about $55,000,000 
of 
the 
$60,000,000 bonds, we will have furn­ 
ished approximately 3500 miles 
of 
the state road system and 
we 
will 
have about 1000 miles 
graded 
and 
bridged ready for hard surfacing. 
"We have consistently followred the 
policy of building 
the 
worst 
and 
most expensive sections of road first 
also the bad 
bridges. 
We 
believe 
therefore, that our entire state road 
system is in much better condition 
than would be indicated by the state 
ment that 3500 miles of road are fin 
ished. 
"Many of our main roads, parti­ 
cularly in the southern part of the 
state where many counties and poli­ 
tical subdivisions have voted 
bonds 
to help out in the building 
of 
the 
state road system, are now in such 
condition that you can travel 
them 
nearly every day in the 
year. The 
construction of roads in the northern 
part of the state is more expensive, 
und the entire system will have to be 
practically completed before any out­ 
standing benefits will be derived from 
the work done. 
"The maintenance 
of 
the 
entire 
state road system has repaid to the 
motorist many times the expenditur­ 
es which have been made. 
Mainten­ 
ance has conserved the investment in 
the improvements 
that 
have 
been 
made and makes possible tremendous 
savings in time and expense to the 
motorist. 
“As a result of the improvements 
that have been made and the system­ 
atic patrol maintenance that has been 
established 
on 
the 
various 
state 
roads, we have more than 
doubled 
the amount of automobile traffic 
in 
Missouri. This doubling of the auto­ 
mobile traffic has resulted in untold 
benefits to Missouri. 
"The condition of our state roads 
has added a great convenience to the 
motor owners in Missouri, 
and has 
made pos-ible a large amount of tra­ 
vel by visiting motorists. 
It is hard 
to estimate the benefits that 
have 
been der;ved from visiting motorists. 
"I think it is conservative to say 
that the visiting motorists this year 
have left $1,000,000 in 
Missouri 
in 
the form of gasoline tax, and they 
have undoubtedly left untold millions 
in this Btate in good will and for v a -1 
rious expenditures which htey have 
made. 
"We should continue our efforts to ' 
attract the visitors. 
We 
have 
a 
Btate with undeveloped resources, and 
outside cap'tal and 
interest 
renew, 
hnd inspire 
activities 
within 
our, 
state. The department is now taking 


a traffic count for a few days on the 
main roads of the state. 
From the 
information thus obtained we 
will 
try to estimate the amount of traffic 
that will use the various state roads 
and the amount of money which 
is 
actually left within our state by visit­ 
ing motorists. 
"It is true that the 
concentration 
of traffic on our state roads and the 
rapidly increasing volume of traffic 
hnve made it necessary 
for 
us 
to 
build a higher type road in many in­ 
stances than we 
originally 
contem­ 
plated. 
'We believe, however, that the in­ 
creased cost of building a higher type 
road is small compared with the re­ 
turn which Missouri is getting on ac­ 
count of the increased traffic. 
The 
increased use of the motor vehicles 
upon the state roads has made possi­ 
ble the intermingling 
of 
our 
own 


people and has resulted in a benefit 
far beyond the 
investments 
whiich 
have been made for construction and 
maintenance".

AMERICA ONE HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


New York, August 17, 1776.—The 
folloing proclamation wsa issued to­ 
day by Gen. George Washington: 
"By His Excellency George Wash­ 
ington, Esq., general and commander- 
in-chief of the army of the 
Unitel 
¡States of North America. 
"Whereas, a bombarlment and at­ 
tack upon the City of New York 
by 
our cruel and inveterate enemy may 
be hourly expected; and as there are 
great numbers of 
women, children 
and infirm persons yet remaining in 
the 
city, 
whose 
continuance will 
rather be prejudical than advantage* 
j ous to the army, and their persons 
,exposed to great danger and hazard: 
"I do therefore recommend it to all 
I such persons, as they value their own 
j safely and preservation, to 
remove 


with all expedition out of the 
said 
town at this critical period, trusting 
that, with the blessing of heaven up- 
upon the American arms, they may 
soon return to it in perfect security. 
And I do enjoin and require all 
the 
officers and soldiers in the army un­ 
der my command to forward and as­ 
sist such persons in their compliance 
with this recommendation. 
"Given under my hand, at Head­ 
quarters, New York, August 17, 1770. 
"GEO. WASHINGTON". 
Thus does the general, while beset 
by a thousand cares and responsibil­ 
ities, worried to the point of madness 
by his difficulties in putting his army 
into condiiton to meet 
the 
enemy, 
show his anxiety for the 
distressed 
people of this city.

this proclamation, he wrote today to

a bloody conflict, I cannot but view

it with the most melancholy concern. 
When the men-of-war passed up th e, 
! river, the shrieks and cries of these 
poor creatures, running every 
way 
with their children, were truly 
dis- j 
tressing, and I fear they will 
have 
an unhappy effect on the 
ears 
and 
minds of our young and inexperienc­ 
ed soldiers. 
Can no method be 
de­ 
vised for their removal ? Many doubt­ 
less are of ability to remove themsel­ 
ves, but there are others in a differ- 
' ent situation.

cessary consideration.

ture, and his mules and cows clean­ 
ed the hay up quickly. No live stock 
on his olace have failed to eat sweet 
clover readily, says Mr. Houston, and 
they have done well on it. This sur­ 
prised him, for he had seen 
stock 
fail to eat sweet 
clover 
on 
ditch 
dumps and his landlord, Mr. Alexan­ 
der. had some difficulty 
convincing
